Plot Control Commands CHARACTER HW

CHARACTER HW

PURPOSE
Specifies the height and width of the characters to appear at the plot points of each trace on subsequent plots.

DESCRIPTION

The height is given as a percentage of the vertical size of the device and the width is given as a percentage of the horizontal size of
device (i.e., in DATAPLOT 0 to 100 units).

SYNTAX
CHARACTER HW <height> <width> <height> <width> etc.
where <height> is a number or parameter in the decimal range 0 to 100 that specifies the character height;
and <width> is a number or parameter in the decimal range 0 to 100 that specifies the character width.

Up to 100 pairs of heights and widths a can be specified.

EXAMPLES
CHARACTER HW 1.0 .75 1.0 .75
CHARACTER HW 2.01.51.0.75
CHARACTER HW 1.0 .75 ALL

NOTE 1

This command is typically used to compensate for distortion produced by an aspect ratio of the device not being 1 (i.e., a different
number of picture points in the x and y directions). For example, circles look like ellipses rather than circles. This distortion can also
occur with the MUITIPLOT command when the number ofw®and columns are not the samar. & Tektronix 4014 terminal, a height

to width ratio of 1.0 to 0.75 is a good choice.

NOTE 2
The CHARACTER HW command with no arguments sets the character height and width to defaults for all traces. The CHARACTEF
HW command with the word ALL before or after the specified hw pair assigns that hw pair to the characters on all traces. Thus
CHARACTER HW 1.0 .75 ALL or CHARETER HW ALL 1.0 .75 sets the height to 1.0 and the width to .75 for the characters on all
traces.

DEFAULT
Characters are drawn with the default character size (height 2, width 1).
